The story reminds us of the frivolous, 
the cumbrous, and the endless nature of 
the discussions which have stupefied the 
tarifl legislation of the last five and twenty 
years. The original debate was quite as 
flippant and barren as the Frenchman's 
essay upon the camel; the Morrill system, 
which proved more practical as tending 
to develop the enormities of a bad princi- 
ple actually applied, was as confused and 
undigested as the Englishman's oriental 
researches; whilst the present course of 
the Republicans in Congress bids fair to be 
as endless and visionary as the philosophic 
dreams of the German in his stady. We 
learn from Washington that the pew tariff 
bill has been pretty effectually killed. The 
meaning Of this is plain enough, though 
the manner ot its transmission is intended 
to deceive the country. Not strong enough 
to torce an increase, but holding a balance 
of power sufficient to prevent a decrease 
of the tariff, the Protectionists are content 
to let the matter rest, Thus, under cover 
of defeating one enormity, we are to con- 
tinue another which ie only less wicked 
and oppressive by a degree or two. 

But the source of the defeat of this last 
tariff scheme is significant. It was Mr. 
Hewny Wuiisox, of Massachusetts, who 
gave the iron Interest of Pennsylvania a 
solemn warning two years ago; and it is 
the resolute stand of Mr. Brrizr, of 
Maseachusetts, against pig iren, which has 
occasioned the hitch this session The 
carpet-baggera too—forced into Congress 
mainly by the extreme ideas of New Eng- 
land—turn thelr backs upon their allies at 
the same time that they dispute the cotton 
interest of the South with the Westen 
members. To hear some of the carpet- 
baggers talk, one would imagine them na- 
tive and to the manner born, they stand 
up so manfully for“the South.” The old 
rule of human nature—common interest— 
already beginsto work. “As the English 
in Ireland began to be domiciliated,” says 
Burxe in his famous letter to Sir Hercv- 
Les Lancuisae, “they began to recollect 
that they had a country. The English in- 
terest, at first by faint and almost imper- 
ceptible degrees, then openly and ayowed- 
edly, became an independent Irish inter- 
est; full as independent as it could have 
been had it been continued in the persons 
of the native Irish; and it was maintained 
with more skill, consistency, and tact than 
it would have been in theirs.” A part of 
this at least is true of the carpet-baggers. 
Skillful and consistent they may not be, 
but im this instance they do not lack for 
tact and honesty, and they are certainly 
more efficient for the present purpose than

A Terrible Murder by Negroes on the 
Mussissippi. 
[Prom the Memphis Appeal, 26th.) 

A murder was committed about one o'clock 
yesterday morning,a few miles below the 
city, bys oegro aeck-hand on the steamer 
Mary Alice, which for diabolical ferocity sur- 
pasecs avything that we have had to record 
insome thme. e In the case, as 
brought out in the preliminary examination 
before Squire Kiernan, at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning, are as follows: 

Some days ago the engineer, Mr. Benjamin 
Canady, found fault with a negro fireman 
named Alex. Henderson, for his akenee and 
inefficiency. Alex. threatened to “fix him” 
for It, but nothing was theught of the threat 
at the time por since. About 1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, just as the Mary Alice was 
at the head of Cow Island, Canady having to 
leave bis cagine, called out to a watchman on 
duty, named Spencer Wadlington, to “tell 
Tuck (an assistant engineer) to come and 
take charge of the engine, and to make that 
d—d lazy con Of ab—b, Alex. Henderson, fire

TWadlington testifies that he was about pass- 
ing this word to Tuck when he saw Alex. 
Hender-on walk up to Canady and speak to 
him. Some words passed between them, and 
he saw them clinch, Alex. seizing Canady 
and forcing him into the darkuess toward the 
uards of the boat. In a moment he heard 
‘anady cry forbelp and started to his as- 
sistance, but before reaching him he was con- 
fronted by Jerry Anderson, a powerfal ma- 
latto and @ partwer of Alex.’s, who knocked 
him (Wadiington) down twice, the second 
time telling him if he attempted to interfere 
he would &ill him. He then saw Canady 
recl, heard a splash as he struck the water. 
and beard one crv for help, then ali was s*ill. 
On examining the quowsale where Canad 
went overa large pool of blood was feond. 
as if Alex. bad stabbed him before throwing 
him over, 

Capt. Dawson, commander of the Mary 
Alice, testitied that he heard the voice of the 
evgineer cry for kelp. Was on the roof at 
the time, andeawa man in the water. Or- 
dered the boat brought to, and the yawl low- 
ered, Could pot dud the body, however. 

Watchman McCausland was on watch with 
Wadlingtop, and, after he beard the fuse, 
Alex. came to him and told him the engiveer 
was overboard. On asking him what he 
meant, Alex, said the engineer bad struck at 
Lin ( Alex.) and tripped and falien overboard. 

The above comprises the whole of the testi- 
mony. Other witnesses were examined, but 
no further facts were elicited. 

Captain Dawson caused the murderer and 
his accomplice to be secured, and on arriving 
eee the city yesterday morning he 
* Drought to’’ in the siream, and, whistliag 
for a tag, went ——_ the police, to whom 
he delivered them. ey were carried to the 
Adams-street station, and at 9 o'clock taken 
before ' Squire ‘ruan, who examined into 
the affair as above detailed. The prisoners 
were defended by Mr. Orville Yerger, who 
closely cross-examined the witnesses lutro- 
duced, After an impartial examination, the 
‘Squire committed both negroes to jail, with- 
out ball, to answer to the charge of murder. 

Alex. Henderson is a stout, chunky, villain- 
ous looking negro; Anderson is large, well 
bullt, and has a very intelligent face. If they 
do not swing for the night's work it will be 
because the people are afraid to execute the 
laws—and not because they Go not deserve
